office of the county superintendent 
of schools. 


Assistant County Superintendent 
of Schools M. Francis Coulson 
told the county board: “At the 
moment, it is definite that no 
schedule can he adopted by the 
county commissioners that can 
be used for next year by the 
school boards whose budgets will 
be for adoption in April or May.” 
Even when the school boards 
went to th< 
commissioners last 
June to ask the county to set 
a 
new 
and 
fairer 
occupation 
assessment, “ it was too late for 
adoption for this year ” Coulson 
said. “Under the time table for 
such 
changes, 
each 
assessor 
would have had to reassess each 
adult 
residing 
in 
his area 
in 
accordance with a new occupation 
assessment. Those 23,000 <or more 
assessments would have had to be 
turned over to the commissioners 
in time for them to send notices 
to all of the people of their new 
assessments — and the notices 
would have had to reach them in 
time for them to make an appeal, 
if 
they 
wanted 
to. 
prior 
to 
September I. There simply was 
not time enough between June 
and September I to set up a 
new assessment for occupation, 
assesses the public and 
notify 
everyone by at 
least a week 
before September I. 
“We hope that the commissioners 
will

On Saratoga 


Commander 
Marshal 
Eugene 
Brenneman of the Chaplain Corps, 
a graduate of Gettysburg Lutheran 
Theological Seminary and a for­ 
mer director of Camp Nawakwa. 
was one of seven men who lost 
their lives Monday during a fire 
aboard the U. S. aircraft carrier, 
Saratoga. 
Chaplain Brenneman and two 
other Pennsylvanians were among 
those asphyxiated after a 
fire 
broke out as the ship steam ed 
across the Ionian Sea toward the 
Port of Athens, Greece.

Commander Brenneman’s wife 
and two children reside at Camp 
Hill. 
The Navy chaplain, who was a 
20-year veteran in that branch of 
the service, was a graduate of Al­ 
bright College and was graduated 
from the Gettysburg Seminary in 
1939 when he succeeded the Rev. 
Dr. M. Hadwin Fischer as director 
of the Lutheran leadership train­ 
ing camp in upper Adams County. 
After serving as camp director, 
he went 
into naval service in 
1942 and had risen to the rank of 
commander in the Chaplain Corps. 
Two years ago, he served as a 
member of the camp staff during 
one summer session at Nawakwa. 
He was born and reared in C ar­ 
lisle. 
ASSIGNED IN AUGUST 
He was assigned to the Sara­ 
toga last August. His wile, the for­ 
mer Florence Reitz, of Allentown, 
and their two sons, Thomas, 9, 
and Robert, 6, took up residence

Brenneman began his Saratoga 
duty. 
LL Galbraith was a medical doc­ 
tor and his parents have been noti­ 
fied that he lost his life while 
trying to save another man. He 
was a graduate (rf Lafayette and 
the Penn Medical School.

DR. GIFFORD 
SPEAKER FOR 
ROTARY CLUB 


Growth of Rotary into an inter­ 
national organization and change 
in its idealistic basis are dis­ 
closed by the 50 years of publica­ 
tion of the Rotary magazine, Dr. 
Roy W. Gifford told the Rotary 
Club at its meeting Monday eve­ 
ning at the YWCA. 
This month marks the 50th an­ 
niversary of the magazine which 
goes to approximately 400.000 per­ 
sons in 130 countries, Dr. Gifford 
said. “When it cam e into exist­ 
ence it was the only means of 
communication between the Ro­ 
tary Clubs organized up to that 
time. 
“Today we know Rotary as an 
international 
organization 
with 
high ideals and standards for its 
members. A half century ago it 
was confined to the United States. 
Its clubs were formed not to pro­ 
mote the ideal of service above 
self but to promote the business 
interests of its members. With the 
growth 
of 
Rotary, 
its 
ideals 
changed and it became an inter­ 
national organization dedicated to 
service to others. Those changes 
are mirrored in The 
Rotarian 
through the years. The interna­ 
tional aspect of Rotary is indi­ 
cated in a question that is being 
studied today by the international 
board—a complaint that while Ro­ 
tary prints articles about all coun­ 
tries of the world—too many of 
them are written by Americans. 
INTERESTS WIDER 
“ For a number (rf years The Ro- 
tarian has been published both 
in English and Spanish. And now 
theer is a discussion concerning 
its being printed in a number of 
other languages as well, to serve 
the Rotarians in those countries. 
Our Rotarian magazine is a con­ 
stantly growing thing, changing 
to meet the changing needs of 
our international organization. 
“Once designed only to inform 
of the activities of the various Ro­ 
tary dubs, now The Rotarian tells 
us of the world its problems ” 
A recorded talk by the editor 
of the publication was then pre­ 
sented. 
President William 
Lentz pre­ 
sided wtih 46 present. The vice 
president. Dr. Richard Newsham, 
introduced Dr. Gifford. Treasurer 
Calvin Shank reported receipt of 
the last $150 in proceeds from the 
horse show last summer.

Ocean Liner Is Hijacked By Armed Band 
Of 70; One Officer Is Reported Killed 
And Unknown Number Of Crew Injured

LONDON (AP) — The British 
frigate Rothesay reported 
today 
that the Portuguese cruise ship 
Santa 
Maria, 
hijacked in 
the 
Caribbean with more than 
800 
persons aboard, appeared to be 
headed for Brazil at a speed of 
about 20 knots. 
The British Admiralty said the 
Rothesay, a 370-foot submarine 
hunter, was trailing the Santa 
Maria 
in 
West 
Indies 
waters 
about 150 miles east of Trinidad. 
The admiralty said its frigate 
had been ordered to try to arrest 
the liner if she could do so out­ 
side territorial waters and by 
peaceful means—“without loss of 
life or the risk of scuttling.” 
The leader of the hijackers re­ 
portedly had threatened to scuttle 
the ship if interfered with. 
U.S. SHIPS ON TRAIL 
Two U.S. Navy destroyers and 
a flight of Navy planes also were 
ordered on the trail of the fugi­ 
tive ship. The Navy ordered the 


captains of the destroyers Wilson! 
and Damato to find the Santa 
Maria, board it and escort it to 
the nearest U.S. port if they de­ 
termined an act of piracy had 
been committed. 
T h e 
Portuguese 
government 
said a band of about 70 arm ed 
men headed by ex-army Capt. 
Henrique Galvao—a longtime en­ 
emy of Portuguese Prem ier An­ 
tonio de Oliveria Salazar—seized 
control of the ship in the Carib­ 
bean before dawn Monday, kill­ 
ing at least one ship's officer and 
wounding an unknown number of 
crewmen. 
BOARDED AS PASSENGERS 
The hijackers reportedly board­ 
ed the ship in the guise of pas­ 
sengers at La Guaira, Venezuela, 
and the Dutch island of Curacao, 
off the coast of Venezuela. 
More than 500 passengers — in­ 
cluding Americans, Dutch, Vene­ 
zuelans and Portuguese — and a 
crew of 370 were reported aboard 
the 20,806-ton liner. There was no 


word of any injury to the pas­ 
sengers. 
The Rothesay radioed London 
she hoped to make contact with 
the 
Santa 
Maria 
around 
mid­ 
night. 
The admiralty explained that 
the frigate had made neither vis­ 
ual nor radar contact with the 
liner but that her estim ate of the 
Santa Maria's position course and 
speed “are presumably based on 
sighting reports plus intelligent 
speculation.” 
CAPTAIN IS OVERPOWERED 
A communique said the band 
overpowered the captain and crew 
and seized the ship about 2 a m. 
Monday, after it had left Curacao, 
“ when all the passengers were 
sleeping and only night watchmen 
and crew were on duty.” The 
band was reported of “several 
nationalities.” 
The Lisbon communique said 
the ship’s third officer was killed 
in the fighting and there were 
“ many wounded.” A boatload (rf

JURY “FEARED” PAROLE

The eastern half (rf the na­ 
tion bore the brunt of a bitter 
cold wave today as even cold­ 
er Arctic air moved on the area 
whippped by icy northwesterly 
winds. 
The Weather Bureau said the 
new cold wave would bluster 
its way from the Great Plains 
to the Atlantic during tonight. 
Part of new onslaught of the 
huge mound of cold Arctic air 
already was being felt from 
Minnesota to the Ohio Valley. 
This morning dawned in 32- 
degree below zero weather at 
International Falls, Minn., and 
32 degrees above zero at An­ 
chorage, Alaska. It was 31 be­ 
low at Devils Lake. N.D., about 
the same time it was 31 above 
at Juneau, Alaska. 
Maine experienced its sixth 
consecutive day of biting cold 
with the thermometer dipping 
to 33 below at Old Town and 
no letup in sight.

High held that Smith had “la­ 
beled himself as a sexual psycho­ 
path ten years before he was re­ 
leased, and released twice, into 
society. His mental deterioration 
was obvious. Legally, perhaps, he 
was not insane, but certainly he 
was not fully sane either.” 
Attorneys High and Phelps also 
argued that “ numerous other juris­ 
dictions have abolished the death 
penalty” and held that “ since we 
are in the state of flux in this 
m atter” Smith should not receive 
a penalty that may someday be 
abolished. They held that the death 
penalty “ is not a deterrent:. There 
have been five indictments for 
murder 
in Montgomery County 
since the Smith trial.” 
SOCIETY'S RIGHTS 
Montgomery County District At­ 
torney Vincent A. Cirillo held: 
“There fc no proof that when a 
juryman asked whether a verdict 
of life imprisonment without a 
possibility of parole was a pos­ 
sible verdict he was considering 
life imprisonment. He may simply 
have wanted to know all possible 
verdicts before reaching a final 
decision and may have been con­ 
sidering the death penalty for 
some time before asking the ques­ 
tion. The fact that when polled 
each jury answered ‘death’ with­ 
out hesitation would indicate that 
that was the decision they had 
independently reached. 
“The jury system is a consti­ 
tutional safeguard not wily to pro­ 
tect the rights of the accused but 
the rights of society. Society is 
entitled to feel secure in its per­ 
son and property. Society will feel 
more secure and have more confi­ 
dence in our system of justice if 
the verdict of the jury is upheld. 
lf Elmo Smith goes to jail and 
there is the slightest possibility 
that he may be paroled, society 
cannot feel secure.” 
Smith’s record was given in the 
argument by his defense attor-| 
neys. His first conviction came 
after molesting a numtier of teen­ 
age girls. His attack-murder of 
Mary Ann Mitchell was described 
by the attorneys as “heinous.” 


Mrs. Fratantonio was convicted 
Dec. 6 by a jury that deliberated 
slightly less than two hours after 
a two-week trial.

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Pa. Dairymen Concerned 
About Lower Milk Usage 


By RICHARD L. CRAVES 
HARRISBURG (AP) — Pennsyl­ 
vania dairymen are concerned 
about steadily increasing 
milk 
production, both nationally and in 
the state, in the face of diminish­ 
ing demand. 
But there is little they can do 
about it except try to act to limit 
their production as a means of 
keeping their markets sound. 
Milk production in Pennsylva­ 
nia during December 
was up 
slightly less than I per cent over 
December 1959 but it was 15V4 per 
cent above the 1949-58 average 
production. 
COSTS RISING 
That high rate of production 
was reflected in declining net 
prices per hundredweight 
(461,* 
quarts* of Pennsylvania produc­ 
tion during I960, even though pric­ 
er ro.se nationally. 
The problem, basically is this: 
Increasing costs initally caused 
farmers to put on extra cows in 
order to boost their production 
and-gain enough extra income to 
offset the cost rise. 
The increasing production tend­ 
ed to force down the average 
prices received by producers of 
class I milk—-the drinking variety 
—since a smaller proportion of 
the production could be used for 
drinking purposes The remainder 
went into low . priced manufac­ 
tured products. 
MORE COWS 
The farmers put on morc cows 
in an effort to offset that lost in­ 
come. 
, 
The net result was—and is—that 
farmers find themselves in a race 
to keep boosting production to 
offset that lo6t income. 
The net result was—and is—that 
farmers find themselves in a race 
t, keep boosting production to off­ 
set declining gras« receipts It is 
a race they can't win 
Coupled with increasing produc­ 
tion is a national decline in per 
capita consumption of milk. Con­ 
sequently, (he producer faces a 
multiplied effect from his increas­ 
ing out-put. 


How far the situation will go in 
Pennsylvania remains to be seen. 
However, the producers can ex­ 
pect to reach a point when the 
addition of extra cows will mean 
added costs with no increase in 
revenue because there will be lit­ 
tle or no demand for the produc­ 
tion. 
NOT FAR AWAY 
The point is still far in the fu 
ture—but not too far, say the 
farm economists. 
Meanwhile, there is similar sit 
uation in the diary states of the 
Midwest. That means there will 
be a growing pressure from that 
region for economic access to the 
big eastern fluid milk markets. 
PROBLEMS FOR FREEMAN 
It is one of the first problems 
that will be faced by Orville L. 
Freeman, the new secretary of 
agriculture, 
who 
was 
recently 
governor of Minnesota—a state of 
vocal dairymen. 
In Pennsylvania dairymen boost 
their production mostly by retain­ 
ing lov.-producing animals instead 
of sending them to the butcher. 
The result of that has been a 
noticeable drop in production lier 
cow on state-wide averages. 
Producers again contribute to 
their woe* by creating surplus 
production inefficiently. 
The question Is: How king can 
they keep it up?

burgh. were killed Monday in a 
pre-dawn blaze which swept a 
three-story brick building in which 
they lived. 
Officials said the victims lived 
on the second floor of the build­ 
ing. Firemen said the second and 
third floors were badly damaged. 
They brought the blaze under con­ 
trol within an hour. 
CAUSE NOT KNOWN 
No one else wits reported hurt. 
Cause of the fire was not known. 
In Titusville, Mrs. Jessa Bitts. 
89. died Saturday night of burns 
suffered when her clothing caught 
fire while she was lighting a stove 
in her bedroom. 
A fire Saturday night in Carbon­ 
dale destroyed an entire side of a 
block rn the heart of the uptown 
business district, causing damage 
estimated by Fire Chief Joseph 
Healey at $500,000. Five firemen 
and a policeman suffered smoke 
inhalation. 
The Jacob Trinley Grain anti 
Feed Mill in Linfield, Montgom­ 
ery County, was swept by fire 
Sunday night. The five-story main 
building collapsed, an office build­ 
ing, two garages, gram and at 
least three tractor-traiiers and 
other equipment were damaged. 
Jacob Trinley, tile owner, estimat­ 
ed damage at $500,000. No one 
was injured. 
$200,000 LOSS 
In Bethlehem, a one-story build­ 
ing housing an ACME supermar­ 
ket and a Goodyear Tire Co. re­ 
tail outlet was damaged heavily 
by fire. Fire Chief John Schweder 
estimated the lass at $200,000. 
Only the walls of the supermarket 
were left standing. No one was 
injured. 
In a1! three instances causes of 
the fires were not known, 
Healey said the Carbondale fire 
in Lackawanna County was be­ 
lieved to have started in a bakery, 
then spread to several other build­ 
ings. 
including four that were 
landmarks. The oldest was built 
during the Civil War. Thirty-four 
persons were forced out of their 
apartments above the stores as 17 
fire companies and 225 men fought 
the blaze for 12 hours in tempera­ 
tures as low as 14 degrees below 
zero.

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK <AP'—More mo­ 
torists caught in traffic jams are 
telling their wives by radio they'll 
he late for dinner.

M ANY APPLICATIONS 
The 
Federal

To hold down the chatter. FCC 
rulings now limit each communi­ 
cation to five minutes and max­ 
imum input power to around five 
watts, 
which gives a practical 
range of 5 to IO miles, and a top 
of 20 miles under ideal circum- 
vStances. 
It is estimated about 5.000 Cit­ 
izen's Band receivers may be op­ 
erating at one time. Because of 
such jams, some have asked the 
FCC to assign one channel for dis­ 
tress or emergency calls. 
Boating enthusiasts have taken 
to the new equipment, as well as 
to the older and more powerful 
radio-telephone units. 


M ARIN E PHONES 
Older marine radio telephones 
can have a 30-watt input carrying
